Record number 
register for 
May primary

A record number of voters are regis¬ 
tered in Kentucky as the May 19 pri¬ 
mary election inches closer. 

Voters will cast their ballots for the 
statewide offices of governor/lieutenant 
governor, attorney general, state trea¬ 


surer, and commis¬ 
sioner of agricul¬ 
ture. 

Nearly 3.2 mil¬ 
lion Kentuckians 
appear on the voter 
rolls, beating the 
3,147,157 regis¬ 
tered for the gener¬ 
al election held in 
November 2014. 

The difference is an increase of 
approximately 1 percent, or 28,748 vot¬ 
ers, over five months. 

Democrats currently make up 53.09 
percent of Kentucky voters, while 38.97 
percent are Republicans and 7.94 per¬ 
cent of voters are identified as “Other.”

Repeal the 


Congress faces a criti¬ 
cal deadline, and time is 
running out. On June 1, 
2015, three provisions 
of the USA PATRIOT 
Act will expire. The ac¬ 
tions of the United States 
Congress between today 
and June 1st will affect 
the privacy and liberty 
of millions of innocent 
Americans. 

The 2001 USA PA¬ 
TRIOT Act was drafted 
and swiftly passed in 
the wake of the Sep¬ 
tember 11th terrorist at¬ 
tacks. Due to the nature 
of the crisis, the goal 
was simply to pass a bill 
as quickly as possible. 
Many congressmen did 
not have an opportu¬ 
nity to thoroughly read, 
analyze, or vet the bill’s 
numerous and lengthy 
provisions. In fact, Rep. 
Jim Sensenbrenner, one 
of the original authors 
of the Patriot Act, later 
declared that he was 
shocked by how the law 
was used to spy on inno¬ 
cent Americans. 

Congress and the 
American people now 
know, thanks to whistle¬ 
blower leaks, that fed¬ 
eral agencies like the 
National Security Agen¬ 
cy (NSA) regularly per¬ 
form mass surveillance 
on Americans without 
bothering to obtain a 
warrant. As constitu¬ 
tional law scholar Randy 
Barnett wrote in the Wall 
Street Journal, “the Na¬ 
tional Security Agency 
has seized from private 
companies voluminous 
data on the phone and 
Internet usage of all U.S.

citizens. . . . this danger¬ 
ously violates the most 
fundamental principles 
of our republican form 
of government.” He 
concludes that, “[s]uch 
indiscriminate data sei¬ 
zures are the epitome of 
‘unreasonable,’ akin to 
the ‘general warrants’ is¬ 
sued by the Crown to au¬ 
thorize searches of Colo¬ 
nial Americans.” 

One of the tools that 
enables this warrantless, 
mass harvesting of call 
information and data re¬ 
cords—Section 215 of 
the Patriot Act—is one 
of the three provisions 
set to expire on June 1st 
of this year. This loom¬ 
ing deadline presents the 
best opportunity we have 
in the foreseeable future 
to stop lawless surveil¬ 
lance. That is why Con¬ 
gressman Mark Pocan 
and I recently introduced 
the bipartisan “Surveil¬ 
lance State Repeal Act” 
(H.R. 1466). H.R. 1466 
would repeal the entire 
Patriot Act, as well as 
its companion, the FISA 
Amendments Act of 
2008. 

I believe the best 
option is to repeal both 
of these bills and start 
over. If congressmen 
believe that individual 
provisions of either the 


Patriot Act 


Patriot Act or the FISA 
Amendments Act are 
critical to our national 
security, then we should 
bring each separate pro¬ 
vision to the floor, allow 
full debate, and sched¬ 
ule an up-or-down-vote 
on each provision. This 
process would also give 
the American people an 
opportunity to fully un¬ 
derstand exactly what 
each section of each bill 
would supposedly ac¬ 
complish. 

Some claim it’s too 
late to roll back these 
surveillance programs. 
I disagree. We can win 
this fight, as recent legis¬ 
lative victories indicate. 

For example, in 2013, 
Rep. Justin Amash led the 
charge against Section 
215 of the Patriot Act by 
offering an amendment 
to the Department of 
Defense Appropriations 
Act. His amendment 
would have ended the 
indiscriminate collection 
of Americans’ telephone 
records. He came very 
close to victory. The 
Amash amendment lost 
by a mere handful of 
votes, and I believe he 
would have won if mis¬ 
information about his 
amendment had not been 
published on the eve of 
the vote. 

Rep. Amash’s amend¬ 
ment set the groundwork 
for a subsequent legisla¬ 
tive victory. Last year, 
my amendment to the 
Department of Defense 
Appropriations bill, co¬ 
sponsored with Rep. Zoe 
Lofgren and many oth¬ 
ers, passed the House of 
Representatives by an 
overwhelming biparti¬ 
san, veto-proof majority. 
The amendment, which 
passed by a vote of 293 to 
123, would have banned 
warrantless surveillance 
currently performed via 


the authority of Section 
702 of the Foreign Intel¬ 
ligence Surveillance Act 
(FISA). Although my 
amendment did not spe¬ 
cifically address Section 
215 of the Patriot Act, it 
would have put an end 
to surveillance that is 
arguably worse than the 
collection of records al¬ 
lowed under Section 215 
(as bad as that is). 

Section 702 allows the 
government warrantless 
access to actual content 
of Americans’ communi¬ 
cations, including emails 
and phone calls. Sadly, 
despite my legislative 
victory, congressional 
leadership refused to 
include the amendment 
language in the final ver¬ 
sion of last year’s gov¬ 
ernment spending bill. 

The votes on both 
the Amash and Massie 
amendments demonstrate 
that there is overwhelm¬ 
ing support for ending 
mass surveillance, de¬ 
spite what the establish¬ 
ment in both Congress 
and our federal intelli¬ 
gence agencies claim. 

The Founders of this 
great nation fought and 
died to stop the kind of 
warrantless spying and 
searches that the Pa¬ 
triot Act and the FISA 
Amendments Act autho¬ 
rize. What happens be¬ 
tween now and June 1st 
depends on the American 
people. It is imperative 
that every freedom-lov¬ 
ing American demand an 
end to these unconstitu¬ 
tional programs. 

At the least, the ex¬ 
piring provisions of the 
Patriot Act should not be 
renewed on June 1st. Af¬ 
ter that, the entire Patriot 
Act should be repealed 
so we can start over and 
establish law enforce¬ 
ment programs that re¬ 
spect our Constitution.

Sweet potatoes 
need 150 frost 


free days

O nce again we enjoyed sweet potatoes all win¬ 
ter long from a fantastic harvest last fall. I 
planted out about 25 organic slips purchased 
from Country Comer Greenhouse in Shepherdsville 
in late May and by early November we had four nurs¬ 
ery crates full of one of nature’s perfect foods! Seven 
months and counting in storage with no spoilage is 
impressive. We are down to about a dozen sweet po¬ 
tatoes; just in time for a transition to other summer 
vegetable. 

Up until last week it has been too cold for sweet 
potatoes; this southern crop is tropical by nature but 
can be grown successfully in Kentuckiana as long as 
we wait until it is warm (nighttime temperatures in 
the 60’s). As long as they have 150 frost free days 
and some steamy Ohio Valley weather we will be 
knee deep in sweet potatoes by Thanksgiving again. 
Homegrown sweet potatoes are far superior to any¬ 
thing you would find at the grocery so if you love this 
crop as much as I do you might consider planting a 
plot. 

Sweet potatoes require little attention-other than 
keeping the weed competition down. It takes me 
about 10 minutes to prep the row with some compos¬ 
ted manure and a garden fork; and another 10 min¬ 
utes to pop two dozen slips into the ground...they are 
watered in with a little fish 
emulsion and generally perk 
back up the following day; 
if it is hot I will shade them 
until they root out. 

Ideally the bed should be 
a little on the sandy side so 
that drainage is maximized 
but average garden soil 
amended with composted 
manure is adequate. Unlike 
the potato which is planted 
out in tuber form, the sweet 
potato is planted out as little 
seedlings called slips. You 
can grow your own slips by 
cutting a sweet potato into 
several chunks, suspend¬ 
ing them on tooth picks in a bowl and covering half 
the tuber with water; sprouts will form and these are 
“harvested” as your slips for planting. 

Plant your slips in mounds about 12 inches apart; 
sink the slip so that the top leaves are just sticking 
above the soil surface. Water in (and irrigate when 
necessary, sweet potatoes will really plump up with 
adequate moisture) and wait. Many sweet potato 
growers suggest fertilizing only a portion of your 
plants so you can be the judge: the general consen¬ 
sus is that unfertilized sweet potatoes taste better. Let 
your compost do the work instead! 

Sweet potatoes are harvested after the first fall 
frost turns the foliage black. Carefully dig your 
sweet potatoes with a garden fork and let them dry in 
the sun for a couple of hours and then transfer them 
to a warm, shaded, well-ventilated area and spread 
them out on some screens or newspaper. Let them 
cure in the warm shade for another two weeks, dirt 
and all, before you put them in storage. Prior to stor¬ 
age use your hands to rub off residual dirt but do not 
wash them. 

You can harvest “baby bakers” as they grow but 
the sweetness of the potato is enhanced if you wait 
until after frost and several weeks of curing. This 
process allows the starches to turn to sugar. 

Properly cured sweet potatoes can store for 6 
months or more at about 50 degrees. Obviously our 
slightly warmer basement was adequate since we are 
going on 7 months of successful storage. Some old 
time sweet potato growers are emphatic about not 
disturbing your sweet potatoes until you are ready to 
eat them. This is why, they say, homegrown sweet 
potatoes are better than store-bought. 

If you decide to grow sweet potatoes annually 
then be sure to rotate the crop to control potential 
insect problems. There are few pests, really, but if 
you plant in the same place year after year the sweet 
potato weevil may find itself a permanent home.

Loving/hating 
God’s rescue 

H ere’s the dichotomy: One of the 
things I love most about God is also 
the thing I hate most. 

His help is always on time. Always. He is 
never, ever late. But he’s also rarely, if ever, 
early. 

And it makes me crazy. Grab the bottle of 
Xanax crazy. 

After I had my first daughter, I became 
afraid of what I thought was an increasingly 
evil world and didn’t want to bring another 
child into it. Maybe my fear was grounded in 
truth - the world is evil - but it was also based 
on a deep lack of trust in God’s ability to care 
for me and my family. 

After years of God hounding me, saying, 
“Trust me, trust me with another child,” I 
gave in and by the time I learned I was preg¬ 
nant with my second daughter, I was ecstatic, 
filled with “trust.” Then two weeks later, 
my husband was laid off from his job. That 
meant no income - and no health insurance. 
Panicked, I immediately started calculating 
our finances and determined that we would 
be OK for about three months. 

I “trusted” that God would surely provide 
a job for my husband by then. 

And then he didn’t - for an entire year. 
Yet, we always paid our rent and car pay¬ 
ment, although many times it looked as if we 
wouldn’t. We still don’t know how God did 
it. 

Sometimes we’d find envelopes of money 
slipped under our apartment door or into my 
purse at church. Our Sunday school class 
filled our pantry shelves and fridge with food 
several times. One woman, who was a bit 
scary and gruff, demanded that I bring her 
all our unpaid bills so she could pay them. 
I picked out a few and gave them to her and 
she barked, “This isn’t all of them. I said all.” 

As amazing and awesome as all that was 
(and those are just a few examples), the big, 
looming unmet need was how we would pay 
the cost of the baby - the baby God said I 
could trust him with. 

As my due date, April 23, 1983, ap¬ 
proached, my 
already puny 
trust waned. 
Why wasn’t 
God doing 
something ? 
How were we 
going to come 
up with thou¬ 
sands of dol¬ 
lars? Money 
doesn’t grow 
on trees, you 
know. 

Then in 
February, my 
husband got a 
call from his 
Air National 
Guard com¬ 
mander, tell¬ 
ing him of a 
60-day temporary active-duty assignment 
to England, beginning mid-April. Barry told 
him, “I can’t go - the baby’s due then.” 

The commander said that’s why he called. 
If Barry took the assignment, yes, he’d miss 
the baby’s birth, but because he’d be on ac¬ 
tive duty, the Air Force would pay the tab for 
the baby. 

To this day, that’s something not even my 
master manipulative mind could ever dream 
up. 

So, Barry left for England mid-April 
and Laura Elizabeth Kennedy was born on 
schedule, April 23: Paid in full. 

And I have trusted God ever since. 

Oh, I lie! 

Actually, you would think I’d trust him af¬ 
ter seeing him provide for us abundantly over 
and over and over. At times, we had so much 
given to us that we were able to share our 
bounty with others. 

But, to my great shame, I still don’t trust 
God to meet my needs. That’s because I want 
him to be early. I want to see the money in 
the bank weeks before I need it, and not just 
the exact amount, but an extra cushion. 

I say that’s what I want - and I do - but 
at the same time I think about how cool it 
is when God’s help comes right at the exact 
moment you need it most and not a second 
too late. Like, when the Egyptians chased the 
Israelites to the Red Sea. It was a moment of 
“either we die by enemy attack or by drown¬ 
ing,” and then the sea waters parted and the 
Israelites walked safely across the sea - and 
the waters crashed down and killed their pur¬ 
suing enemy. 

When that happens, or your equivalent 
rescue from God happens, you stand with 
mouth and eyes wide open, your faith and 
trust bolstered and renewed, your worship 
deep and heartfelt, because that’s when you 
know that God is real and he really does res¬ 
cue those he loves. And he does it right well. 

I love that with all my heart. But I hate 
it with all my heart too, and I wish I knew 
how to change that. God, have mercy on me, 
please.

In Grant County, there are 16,980 residents 
registered to vote as of April 29. 

Of those, 8,675 are registered as Democrats 
while 6,536 are registered Republican. 

There are 1,429 voters registered as “Other.” 

While there are still more than 2,000 regis¬ 
tered Democrats than Republicans in the county, 
the gap has decreased since the last governor’s 
race in 2011. 

There were 15,641 total registered voters in 
Grant County in July 2011. 

There were 8,830 registered Democrats, 
which is 155 more than the latest statistics in 
2015. 

Registered Republicans, however, increased 
1,206 voters in the past four years from 5,330 in 
2011. 

The number of registered voters listed in the 
“Other” category has decreased by 52 during 
that span as well. 

Only voters registered as Republican or 
Democrat can vote in the May 19 primary. 

Voters registered as an independent or “Other” 
will be permitted to vote in the November gen¬ 
eral election. 

Voters may access the Voter Information 
Center (VIC) on the State Board of Elections’ 
website to confirm their voter registration status, 
view sample ballots and locate their polling place.

Police arrest fifth home invasion suspect

A fifth suspect has been 
apprehended and charged in 
connection with an April 26 
home invasion in Dry Ridge. 

Kentucky State Police on 
May 6 arrested 21-year-old 
George E. Pickett for his alleged 
involvement in an home inva¬ 
sion robbery on Michigan 
Avenue that led to a bullet graz¬ 
ing a woman’s head. 

Pickett is charged with first- 


degree robbery, first-degree 
burglary and second-degree 
unlawful transaction with a 
minor. 

Four people, including, 
Daniel M. Swope of Diy Ridge, 
were arrested last week in con¬ 
nection with the robbeiy. 

Swope is charged with first- 
degree robbery, first-degree 
burglaiy and tampering with 
physical evidence. 

Three juveniles were also 
charged with first-degree rob¬ 
beiy and first-degree burglaiy. 


During the home invasion, 
several masked and armed indi¬ 
viduals allegedly broke into the 
residence. 

A female who called 911 at 
9:29 p.m. to report the invasion 
told the dispatcher that she had 
been pepper sprayed by the 
suspects and another female 
had been shot. 

There were also other indi¬ 
viduals inside the home during 
the home invasion and robbeiy, 
according to Trooper David 
Jones. 


After the shooting, the sus¬ 
pects allegedly fled the home 
with a small amount of cash. 

The female victim, whose 
name has not been released, 
was airlifted to the University of 
Cincinnati Medical Center. 

She was last listed in stable 
condition.

Pickett is lodged in the 
Grant County Detention Center.

Meth lab busts net several arrests

Several arrests were made May 5 
after police discovered a meth lab at a 
Dry Ridge residence at the 5100 block 
of Taft Highway. 

Sheriff Chuck Dills said several tips 
were received in the past month about 
the possibility of a meth lab and narcot¬ 
ics being trafficked through the mail at 
the location. 

“I contacted an agent with the DEA 
(Dmg Enforcement Agency) and we 
have been monitoring and had surveil¬ 
lance of activities at that residence over 
the last 30 days,” Dills said. 

Deputy Tony Stigers met with the 
Kentucky State Police Narcotics Unit, 
as well as sheriff’s offices from sur¬ 


rounding counties, the day before the 
arrests to make a plan to check out the 
residence. 

“There was an active lab where they 
had cooked the night before,” Dills said 
about what police found. “There was 
quite a bit of evidence in a mobile home 
behind the residence on the property 
(where the lab was located.) Inside and 
outside, there was a lot of discarded evi¬ 
dence at the mobile home as far as gen¬ 
erators, different bottles and ingredients 
that are used to manufacture meth.” 

The Grant County Sheriff’s Of¬ 
fice arrested William Kendall, 37, on 
charges of manufacturing methamph- 
etemines, possession of a controlled 
substance, unlawful possession of meth 
precursors, trafficking a controlled sub¬ 
stance and possession of marijuana. 


Tommy R. Penrod, 42, was charged 
with possession of a controlled sub¬ 
stance, possession of dmg paraphernalia 
and trafficking a controlled substance. 

Tesa A. Penrod, 49, was charged with 
possession of a controlled substance and 
possession of dmg paraphernalia. 

All three suspects have since been in¬ 
dicted on the charges by a Grant County 
grand juiy. 

Kendall also was indicted for being a 
persistent felony offender. 

A fourth person, 32-year-old Amie 
L. Michael, was also arrested at the 
scene on a warrant for failure to appear 
in court. 

Dills said the investigation is ongo¬ 
ing. 

KSP assisted with the cleanup of the 
scene.

“In 
a way, I don’t know if I de¬ 
serve it because there are a 
lot more people out there 
who do more than I do. I’m 
very appreciative and grate¬ 
ful. I’m very blessed.” 

Danny’s daughter got her 
dad a ticket to the chamber 
awards because she knew 
how much he would enjoy 
hearing Ken Ham speak 
about the Ark Encounter. 

She told him it was an 
early Father’s Day present. 

To his shock, Danny 
would be one of several hon¬ 
ored at the event. 

Even as Williamstown In¬ 
dependent Schools Superin¬ 
tendent Sally Skinner was in¬ 


troducing the award, Danny 
said he had no clue she was 
talking about him. 

“She said, ‘This gentle¬ 
man volunteers 20 to 25 
hours a week in the school.’ 
I’m not kidding you, I turned 
to my wife and said, ‘Who is 
this guy? I want to meet this 
guy. This guy is awesome,”’ 
Danny said. “Until she said 
that this guy stands up at the 
band competitions and hol¬ 
lers out and you can hear him 
for miles did I realize that it 
was me.” 

Danny’s time at WES 
began when he volunteered 
three years ago for the One to 
One program. 

For 30 to 45 minutes a 
week, he would sit with a 
student as they read and as¬ 
sist when needed. 

“There are days when a 
child doesn’t feel like read¬ 
ing and it gives you a chance 
to talk with them a see how 
things are going,” Danny 
said. “I was them once. I 
could’t hardly read a lick. I 
was struggling and we didn’t 
have this program when I 
was a child. It’s a wonderful 
feeling to see when the light- 
bulb clicks.” 

His volunteerism took off 
from there. 

Danny, whose three 
children are Williamstown 
graduates, is a familiar face 


in the hallways of WES ev¬ 
ery Monday, Wednesday and 
Thursday. 

If he wasn’t having a 
blast babysitting grandkids 
the other two weekdays, he 
would volunteer even longer. 

Danny retired from Delta 
Airlines after 26 years and is 
now serves as a youth min¬ 
ister at Mt. Olivet Christian 
Church. 

He is also a staple out 
many of Willi amstown’s ath¬ 
letic activities and band com¬ 
petition, cheering louder than 
nearly everyone. 

“All I want to do is make 
a difference,” Danny said. 
“ Willi amstown is part of my 
heart and soul. This school 
is a wonderful school. The 
teachers care about their stu¬ 
dents. They love each and 
everyone of them. You can 
see it in the halls. You can see 
it in the classroom. It’s like a 
family.” 

For Danny, volunteering 
is all about being there for 
the students. 

“I am here solely for the 
kids,” he said. “I want them 
to know that they are impor¬ 
tant, not only to the school 
but to the people out there in 
the world. I was said that a 
child is a gift and a blessing. 
If you give them just a small 
chance, they can make a dif¬ 
ference.”
